Very Long DX Contact, amateur Radio Newsline 


In what must be the ultimate DX contact, NASA successfully bridged 7.4 billion miles of space 
to contact the Pioneer 10 spacecraft on the 30th anniversary of its launch. The spacecraft was a 
launched March 2, 1972. j 


Scientists beamed a message to the craft from a radio telescope in the desert east of Los 
Angeles. A radio telescope in Spain received the return response 22 hours and six minutes 
later. The return signal was loud and clear. 


Pioneer 10's original, 21-month mission has improbably stretched three decades. It passed 
through the asteroid belt between the orbits of Mars and Jupiter and obtained close-up images 
of Jupiter. In 1983, it became the first man-made object to leave the solar system when it 
passed the orbit of distant Pluto.

Registration Form and ID Card 


The ARES Registration Form has been updated. In the interest of added privacy the personal 
information, such as height, weight, eye and hair color, has been removed. This information is 
no longer printed on the ID cards, as it duplicates information that already appears on your 
Oregon State Driver's License. 


These changes were done in the interest of not abetting ID fraud when an ARES ID card is lost 

or stolen. These data fields are also removed from our ARES database. The only personal 

information still printed on the back of the ID card is your Oregon Driver’s License number. We i) 
continue to keep this information in our data base. 


We still need your birth date, social security number, driver's license number, and signature in 
order to run the required computerized background check through the Washington County 
Sheriff's Office. 


Your social security number, birth date, and driver's license information will be cut off the 
ARES form and stored separately in "hard copy." Copies of the new form are available at ARES 
meetings.

Send birthday, anniversary, or other greetings to friends and relatives in other states or cities. 


Why do we push ARES? What if Mt Hood did a Mt. Saint Helens? How about “The flood of 96,” 
would you be ready? I was not here during the ‘96 flood. We arrived in June of 96. I was in 


the “Big Flood of 93” in Iowa. 


Des Moines, the Capital, sits on the junction of the Raccoon River coming from the northwest 
and the Des Moines River from the north. These rivers separate the downtown business district 
from the southside residential and the eastside business and capitol complex. 


Normally, both rivers are 30 to 50 feet below average ground level near where they meet. The 
City baseball park is located in the Y where the rivers meet. At the height of the flood the ball 
field was 3 feet under water. Most phone service was out. The fire station alarm (tap out) was 
out of service. The Red Cross base station was out of service due to the flood. Hams manned 
the fire stations alerting the stations of alarms. The trucks got their directions as they rolled 
from the station. Hams rode in the Urbs that delivered meals to residents in the flood area. 


Hams took FEMA personnel on inspection tours. They checked river bridge gauges upstream. 
They passed weather and river reports to the national weather service from around the state. 
The major part of the operation lasted a full week. Many things went on for nearly three weeks 
before getting things back in order. 


Part of being a Ham is based on emergency service to our communities. If we are prepared and 
able to help we strengthen our communities in time of disaster as well as our own return to 
normal.

Six years ago the international partners building the International Space Station agreed to a set 
of objectives for Amateur Radio International Space Station. These objectives are: 
1. SERVE as an educational outreach tool, 
2. BE an outreach to the amateur radio community and the general public,

(to improve crew psychological factors), 
4. PROVIDE an experimental communications test bed, am 
5. OFFER a back up communications link for emergencies, and 
6. PROVIDE public information to the grass-roots public. 


ARISS is now in service and has demonstrated the importance of its place aboard the ISS. 


Currently, you can see a demonstration of ARISS in action at Oregon Museum of Science and 
Industry in Portland. A segment of the IMAX film, Space Station, features amateur radio 
operation from the ISS and a ground contact with schools around the world. The film will be 
seen for at least two more months at OMSI. The cost is $8 for adults and $6 for children and 
seniors.
